1. numerous Soviet troop trains were seen day and niwht 
passing through. JUhfBRBOG <N 52/hJ 69) towards FAIKiNBBRG 
(h 52/B 74) between 31 August and 7 September 1949., These 
trains were to go to Hungary and Rumania via Czechoslo- 
vakia, as was rumored among the population.
